In response to the Office Action (Election of Species Requirement) dated June 24, 
2008, Applicants submit herewith the following response. 

The Examiner has required election of one of each of the following groups of species 
for prosecution on the merit: 

I. A single sequence specific cleavage agent for consideration - either a, b or c. 

a. the sequence specific cleavage agent cleaves on the C-terminal 
side of a lysine residue. 

b. the sequence specific cleavage agent comprises Lys-C or 

c. the sequence specific cleavage agent comprises Trypsin. 

II. A single lysine reactive agent for consideration - either d or e. 

d. the lysine reactive agent comprises biotin, or 

e. the lysine reactive agent comprises a hindered Michael 
reagent. 
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Applicants elect, with traverse, the following species, for purposes of searching only: 

From list I, Applicants elect species la, namely the sequence specific cleavage agent 
that cleaves on the C-terminal side of a lysine residue. It is believed that claims 15-20, 22-24, 
51-53, and 55-63 read upon this elected species. Applicants note that the three options of 
cleavage agents listed by the Office involve cleavage of the target polypeptide backbone at 
the C-terminal side of the lysine residues. Applicants submit that this election of species is 
for purposes of searching only, and note that the Office must consider further species upon 
allowance of the elected species. 

From list II, Applicants elect species He, namely the lysine reactive agent comprising 
a hindered Michael reagent. It is believed that claims 15-21, 23-24, 51-54 and 56-57 read 
upon this elected species. Applicants submit that this election of species is for purposes of 
searching only, and note that the Office must consider further species upon allowance of the 
elected species.

Applicants have no intention of abandoning any non-elected subject matter, and 
should it be necessary, Applicants expressly reserve the right to file one or more continuation 
and/or divisional applications directed to non-elected subject matter.
